4. Claims 10-18 are rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by Ito et al. (US 5473 120). 

Ito discloses the thermosetting resin, wiring, inner layer board, via and all of the structural 
limitations of the claims. The remainder of the limitations are process limitations in a product claim 
which distinguish over the prior art only to the extent that the define the structure. As the claimed 
method produces the same device as that of Ito, the claims are anticipated by Ito. 'S^ «\'eP *
